Widens Conap’racy Scope. 
T he governm ent has never a t­

ground of a conspiracy to possess 
liquor; but Inasm uch as th e a c tu ­ 
al tran sp o rtatio n of alcoholic bev­ 
erages w ithout a perm it has now 
been m ade a felony, it is consider­ 
ed a conspiracy to violate such a 
sta tu te would be given increased 
w eight in the courts. 
T h e Jones law m akes it a fel­ 
ony to m anufacture, sell, tr a n s ­ 
port, im port or export alcoholic 
beverages. 
These are 
the 
acts 
w hich are forbidden by the E ig h t­ 
eenth A m endm ent Itself. The Vol­ 
stead Act enum erates other of­ 
fenses, such as teaching or fu r­ 
nishing recipes for th e violation

The two taxation com m ittees

the ta sk of recom ­ 
m ending a solut'on of th e prob­ 
lem of w here to secure funds for 
institutional im provem ents. 
The 
mill tax plan would be a direct 
property levy 
but

money 
would be set aside In a sep arate 
fund for buildings and im prove­ 
m ents. 
Th* bill In 
its present form 
specifies

th ree-fo u rth s

rate. 
This would yield m ore th an 
$6,000,000 a year.

County Home Rule 
Bill Defeated By 
One Senate Vote 


Lansing, Mar. 20 
(ZP)-—The joint 
resolution providing county home 
rule government failed of passage 
in the state senate today by a m ar­ 
gin of one vote. 
The vote was 21 
to 7, with a two-thirds m ajority of 
the membership 
of 32 
senators 
necessary for passage. 
A fter it had rejected the resolu­ 
tion. the upper house voted, on 
motion of Senator E rnest T. Con- 
Ion, sponsor for the resolution, to 
reconsider Its vote and table the 
measure. 
Senator Conlon believes 
he can gaiu one 
additional 
vote 
among Senators Achard, Binning, 
Cowan and Wood, who were ab­ 
sent. 
Senators Iceland, I^ennon. Reide- 
kamp, O’Connell, 
Skinner, Wood­ 
ruff and Horton voted against the 
measure. 
Senator Peter B. Lennon, of Gen­ 
esee county, characterized the reso­ 
lution as “one of the most revolu­ 
tionary changes possible for the 
local system of governm ent,’’ in 
opposing the measure. 
The resolution 
provides 
for a 
commission type of county govern­ 
ment. 
An am endm ent would pre­ 
vent the removal of constitutional 
officers but permit consolidation of 
offices. 
It would be subject to a 
referendum In November. 1030, and 
another in each county before adop­ 
tion.

Johnston 
Ousted By 
35-9 Vote 


Oklahoma City. Mar. 20—(JP)— 
The second successive elected gov­ 
ernor of Oklahoma was removed 
from office today by th e sta te sen­ 
ate court of impeachment, when 
that body found Henry S. Johnston 
guilty of a charge of general in­ 
competency. preferred by the house 
of representatives. 
He was exonerated on nine other 
charges brought by the house. 
J. 
C. Walton, Johnston’s predecessor, 
WDR removed in November. 1923. 
W. J. Holloway, lieutenant gov­ 
ernor. was sworn in as Jo h nston’s 
successor by Chief Justice C. W. 
Mason of the state suprem e court 
imm ediately after the senate court 
had completed its vote on the im­ 
peachm ent charges. 
Holloway had 
been acting governor since Jo h n ­ 
ston w*as suspended from office two 
months ago. 
Johnston, who as late as last 
night 
expressed 
confidence 
he 
wrould be restored to office, receiv­ 
ed the verdict impassively. 
Mrs. 
Johnston, who had been a t his side 
alm ost 
constantly 
during 
the 
lengthy trial, m ade no dem onstra­ 
tion. 
The senate vote cam e as a dra­ 
matic climax to more than two 
years of political turbulence, which 
reached the 
Impeachm ent 
pitch 
late in 1927. 
At that time, how­ 
ever. Johnston succeeded in dis­ 
persing hostile legislators by court 
action after they had sought to con­ 
vene on their own call. 
Much of the fire 
against 
the 
Johnston adm inistration 
centered 
on Mrs. O. O. Hammonds, whom 
he established as his confidential 
secretary immediately after his in­ 
auguration in January, 1927. 
De­ 
claring th at the attack on Mrs. 
H am m onds and his adm inistration 
was inspired by “dlsappoiBted poli­ 
tical spoilsmen.** Johnston 
stead­ 
fastly refused to dismiss her. 
After he was suspended from of­ 
fice and shortly before his im peach­ 
ment trial opened. Johnston accept­ 
ed Mrs. H am m onds’ resignation. 
On the w itness stand he explain­ 
ed that he had declined previously 
to dispense with Mrs. H am m onds’ 
service because rum ors had been 
circulated by his political enemies 
that his personal relations with the 
woman secretary were 
improper. 
This charge, made in a purported 
im peachment article voted by the 
attem pted session in 1927, was not 
renewed by the present session, 
and for this reason, Johnston said. 
he felt justified in accepting Mrs. 
H am m onds’ resignation.

18 KILLED IN 
TRAIN WRECK 
NEAR TORONTO 


HEAD - ON COLLISION 
ON C A N A D I A N 
NATIONAL 


Toronto, Mar. 20 
(ZP)—A head­ 
on collision of two express trains 
on the Canadian National railroad 
caused the deaths of at least IS 
persons and injuries to an unde­ 
termined number of others shortly 
before dawn today at Dorocourt, 
near Parry Sound, Ont. 
First accounts said none was in­ 
jured on the eastbound train, hut 
the death and Injury toll among 
those obard the westbound express 
WBR heavy. 
Offices of the road 
here were informed that at least 
five had been seriously hurt. 
The 
wreckage caught fire immediately 
after the crash. 
Most of the victims died in a 
flaming coach of the westbound 
train, the engine and four cars of 
which were lifted from the rails. 
The engine and two cars of the 
second train left the track, but the 
remaining cars wmre shoved by sur­ 
vivors from proximity to the burn­ 
ing debris. 
Both trains were made 
up of steel cars. 
Communication Poor. 
Telegraph wires from the scene 
were down and telephone commu­ 
nication was poor, making difficult 
the gathering of information. 
Al 
though A. E. Gray of Parry Sound, 
who met a hospital train there, re­ 
ported that the collision was caus­ 
ed by tlie west bound train’s over­ 
running a switch, a statement from 
A. E. W arren, general manager of 
the Genii’. I* uivision . f hie roan, 
said the i

termined. 
Identification of the bodies was 
difficult but at the railroad offices j 
here It was said that the dead in-j 
eluded Conductor Barstead, Brake-:

TO FACE QUIZ 


Gang Leader Welcomed 
by Booming Barrage 
of Flashlights 


Chicago, Mar. 30— (/Th 
“Scarface 
Al” Capone, in pearl gray spats 
and clothes with the swank of ex­ 
clusive tailoring, came back from 
Florida today lo tell the govern­ 
ment about the liquor business 
maybee. 
The stocky, 
black-eyed, 
black 
haired ruler of gangs should have 
felt at home, with tile hoom-boom 
of flashlights in his ears and smell 
of power in his no^rtls. 
The ex­ 
plosions, however, upset the fed­ 
eral building, 
whi >h 
had 
been 
awaiting Ids arrival for hours. 
Stenographers screamed and men 
came running from offices as tin 
photographers finally cornered Ca 
pone and convinced him of tin* ne­ 
cessity for pictures. 
George E (J. 
Johnson, the district attorney, leap­ 
ed from his chair, knowing Capone 
was in tin* building, and fearing 
trouble, demanded an end to the 
confusion. 
Hundreds Follow Him. 
Hundreds of curious persons fol­ 
lowed “Searfttce Al” as he left the 
federal building after cooling ills 
knees for most of 
the 
morning 
without having appeared before the 
grand jury. 
He had declined to 
talk to newspaper men. Hie two 
livid marks on 
ii in 
left 
cheek, 
which 
give him 
his 
nickname, 
wrinkling as he shook Ids head 
negatively and repeated: “ I don’t 
care to answer.” 
Just before ho was led to Hie 
grand Jury waiting room, however, 
Iii* said he knew nothing of the 
liquor rackets in Chicago Heights 
which lie was subpoenaed to tell 
the grand Jury about. 
In fact, lie 
said, lie bud b e en in Florida for 
most of the last year and a half 
and was out of tile liquor racket 
now. 
In the late afternoon Capone wa 
admitted lo the grand Jury mom. 
without having indicated whether 
lie would answer any questions. 
Two hours later 
lie 
emerged 
with two officers and disappeared 
In tho crowd. 
Loses One Battle. 
What lie had been asked bv the 
grand jury and what lie answered 
was not known, but Capone had 
hot one battle. 
Over tile vigorous 
protests of his counsel, who 
iii 
s'sted that < apone wanted to hurry 
hack to Miami. District Attorney 
J ob ti son ordered him to reappear 
next Tuesday vs lien the grand Jury 
will reconvene. 
Meanwhile, tile gangster will en­ 
joy the novelty of collecting a day s 
expenses from the government.

The weather bureau’s report of 
leo conditions on the Great Lakes, 
Issued from the Detroit office on 
Tuesday, shows that the ice in the 
lower lakes is 
breaking up, but 
that in Lake Michigan and Lake 
Superior the 
thickness 
has de­ 
creased only slightly from a week 
ago. 
The reports from the regular 
and display stations of the Weath­ 
er 
Bureau and 
Meteorological 
Service of 
Canada 
furnish the 
data for the following summary 
of the several lakes. 
Lake Superior 
The Duluth-Superior harbor ice 
averages 28 inches and turning 
dark; the lake field extends out 8 
to IO miles with open water be­ 
yond; at Port Arthur harbor Ice 
averages 24 inches in thickness 
and softening; 
the fields 
have 
moved ofT Keweenaw Point and 
only a fringe along 
shore; at 
Marquette the field is broken up 
and moved out; onen water to a 
large extent from Grand Marals, 
Michigan, east to near Whitefish 
Point; ice in Whitefish Bay 12 
inches in thickness and soften­ 
ing; St. Marys River ice soften­ 
ing.

coming of Spring, after shower­ 
ing this region with 4S.5 inches 
of snow during the long season 
and giving us 39 days of below 
tero weather. 
Winter was ushered in official­ 
ly last December 21. 
The cold­ 
est day of the winter was Jan­ 
uary 14 when the mercury tum­ 
bled down to 19 degrees 
below 
zero, while the warmest 
winter 
day was March 18 with the ther­ 
mometer registering 49 degrees. 
There were 39 
days 
whe 
the 
thermometer registered at 
zero 
and below as compared with 27 
the previous winter. 
Although there in still chance 
for some more snowfall, it is un­ 
likely that the winter’s mark will 
reach that of the winter of 19 27- 
28, when a total of 87.4 inches 
was recorded. 
The 
past 
win­ 
ter's snowfall of 45.8 inches was 
distributed 
over 
the 
various 
months as 
follows: 
November 
1.3 inches; December 1.9; Jan­ 
uary 31.6; February 7.2; March 
3.5. 
The bay was slow in freezing 
over this winter, the ice sheet 
not spanning the Escanaba har­ 
bor until January 4. The previ­ 
ous winter the bay was frozen 
over on December 9, that day be­ 
ing the coldest pre-winter day in 
the history of the U. 8. weather 
bureau office here. The temper­ 
ature was 20 degrees below zero. 
This winter the ice 
averaged 
about 22 inches in thickness, but 
it attained 25 inches in some lo­ 
calities. 
Today the ice averages 
about sixteen inches, and it is 
expected that the 
breakup 
will 
come early in April. 
On March 7, this region was
